 _ Theſe conceived abuſes in the merage of the State, like ill 
Hnmors, where they finde an equal reſiſtance, or over power 
of Narure, ſunck and deſcended upor, the Eccleſiaſtical regiment 
r00 impotent to ſuſtain thoſe general affanſrs which were given 
it. The firſt. complaint 0: the pzopte was male-admin ſiration 
and delinquency of ſome abuur rhe King ; this rerrified bur a 
few, though it reached rhe lite 0: rhar incomparable Stateſman 
the Earl of Straffurd ; ſome others dreading more rhe popular 
fury then rheir objeGed crimes, withdrawing and abſenting 
themſelves from the preſent ſtorm impending. 

Airer the Earl of Serafford was beheaded at Tower hill (rhe 
King being forced to aſſent to rhe Bill for his execution )all rhings 
run a main wirhcurt any ſtop to the enſuing breach and contuſion. 
The Axe had but taſted of rhar blood , of which ir ſoon after 
plurred, it ſelf, all perſons of all ranks and conditions, King, 
Lords, Biſhops, Knights, Gentlemen, Miniſters , Mechanicks, 
ſuttering under its edge. A remarkable thing, rhe parallel of it 
being no where in our Engliſh Chronicles, bur ſo that blood 
of Straffords was at laſt expiared, as will be ſeen in the ſerie; 
of our late unhappy troubles. 

_ When this fatal buſineſs. was over, then began rhe cry, No 
B}ſhops, no Biſhops, who were ar laſt by an At of Parliament ex- 
rorred from the King devoyded and barred from fitting and vo- 
ting mm the Houſe of Lords, or exerciſing any remporal Jurif- 
dietion ; tarkis che Parſiament were rhe better induced, and the 
more ſtrongly inclined from ſeveral complaints made ro them, 
which were betore famous through rhe Nation, of their hard 
and barbarons uſage or ſeveral Miniſters and others; for the bu- 
fineſs of non-conformancy : Amongſt the reſt the caſesot Mr.

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Pryn, Mr.Burton, Dr.Baſtich, were very nororious. Theſe men 
ar this rime in rhe beginning of our troubles were brought from 
their priſons in diſtant remote. parts of England, in triumph ro

ter ſatis:adtion. Humphrey was called and examined, bur he re- 
ſolurely denicd any knowledge whether the King went other-

The firſt thing they did , was to ſhiir his Majeſty, by raking off

Being come ro Briſtoll , rhey endeavoured to pet a pafſage 
thereabonts for France , his Majeſty being Nobly and ſecretly 
euteataineG at the houſe of Mr. Norton ( at Leigh hard by Bri- 
Poll ) ſince Knighred for his loyalry ; bur it nor ſucceeding 
there , and my Lord Wilmat being come ro Briffoll, ir was a- 
greed t0 go for Salisbyury , where the King had entertainment by 
the Relations of Sir Edward Nicholas , hi; Majeſties Secretary. 
Here Coulonel Gunter fortunately came tro know the King , by 
whoſe conveyance rhe King was brought ſate into Suſſex, to rhe 
 Habirarion of this Noble Gentleman , and a Bark by his means 
procured tor fifry pound, ro tranſport two Genrlemen, upon ac- 
count of a quarrel and Duel lately tought , into France : The 
Maſter not knowing othe:w:ſe , while ar Sea , who ſafely and 
dutifully landed rhem ar Deep in Normandy; from whenee the 
, King went immediarcly ro Paris , where he' was welcomed by 
thar Cuurr, bur moſt joytully received by our Queen his Mo- 
ther, and the Duke, and rhar moſt afte&tionare' Uncle of His 
Majeſties, the late deceaſed Duke of Orleans , of famous me- 
mory.

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F er this defeat , Scotland is with little difficulty (Gene- 
ral Monk ſeizing moſt of the Scotch Presbyrerian Nobility

place , bur what were of the grewrh and manufattare thereof 
In atty other veſſels bur their own, and Englifh , which totally 


excluded rhe Hollander , ſaving ſome perry Merchandiſes of

The Stetes of Holland hereupon arm, and fer forth a Fleet of 


ſhips under Admiral 7an-Trump, who meeting with our Fleer 
at rhe Downs, in the beginning of May, under Bowrn , who was 
ſoon relieved by Geherat Blake , the Flag being refuſed by the 
Durch ; the fight began, and continued abour four houres rill 
night , the ſucceſs lighting on the Engliſh. 

This attempt made by rhe Durch,highly exaſperatedrhe rhen 
Stare , who were uſed ro the excefles and uncoutroulmenrs of

Sir Geerge Ayſcue ,- one of the Parliaments Captains over 2 
Squadron ot ihips, being about Plymouth , mer with a Sail of 
hfry Durch Men of War, and by night, after ſome conflict, part- 
ed equally from them. | | Bs es 

General Blake roving about the Downs, met with the French 
Fleer, then bound for the reliet of Dunkirk , befieged hy the 


Spaniard , which he took alrogether, and thereupon thar Town 
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*;ament minded nothing elſe, waving all publick bufinefles 
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was rendred to the Arch-Duke Teopold. 

On rhe 28 of September , the Engliſh: met rhe Dutch Fleet ar 
a place called the Kentiſh-Knock , where ſome of the greateſt 
Engliſh ſhips ſtruck on rhe Sand; , bur gerring 'off again, they 
ſo fiercely plyed the Dutch , that rhey were forced to fly , fa- 
ving themſclves from a grearer loſs rhen rhe diſabling of ſome 
fix ſhips, whereof rhe Rear-Admiral waz one. This was recom- 
penſed by rhe Dutch , who took a Man of War in the Stra ts, 
by Porto-Longone. 

On the twentieth of December , YFan-Trump with anew rig- 
ged Fleet came again to rhe Downs with 100 Men of War, and 
Fireſhips, where Blake unhappily with a ſmall number mer 
rhem, and was forced ro ſail tor it , being much indangered 
himſelt : Here were loſt rhe Gartnd and B:z.taventure, and rwo 
orher Merchants Ship:, beſides the Vanguard and Victory very 
much ſhattered. 
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Engl:ſh mer them ar Portland ind gave rhemſuch a re-cncoun- 
ter , .rhar airer three daics hgi.. (v«ry rerrible) rhe Dutch fled, 
nine Men of War being taken , and fitry Merchant-men, much 
Naughter on both ſides, bur the moſt on the conquered : Yan- 
Trump to Calice, and thence ro the Weiltngs ; the Engliſh ro Do- 
ver, and ſy ro Ports. 

This a ſecond rime was repaid us, by an overthrow piven

andtheLevant,abour by Scotland;and conveyed rwo Fleershome, | 
one irom the Balrick and Northern Sea trom Pruſſia , and an- f 
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other rhat came about from France, Levant,,&c.) which conti- 
nued for rhree daie; fighting and flying ; in the firſt whereof 
General Dean was flain with a Canon bullet hard by General 
Monch ( ſo Providence diſtinguiſhed berwixt a King-Murderer 
and a King-Reſtorer ) and the rwo nexr, in ſeizing and entring 
ſeveral ſhips in the purſuir , antil ſuch rime as they gor into rhe 
Weylings, having loſt ſeventeen Men of War , whereof eleven 
raken and [ſix funk , and many priſoners taken ; and which was 
worſt, rhe Coaſt of Ho/lazd was ſo blockt up, rhat no ſhips 
could ſafely arrivg- in their harbours , nor no joyning of one 
pait of the Fleet+( rhen a rigging new , to remedy this over- 
throw) with another. 

All preparations were therefore wade by rhe Hollander , to 
recover not only their credir , bur their livelihood and ſubfi- 
ſtance , which was to drive'the Engliſh from rhe coaſt ; and Ge- 
neral 7an-Trump having fitred himſelt with the choice of his 
Country , borh for men and ſhips, reſolved for ro effect it ; 
whereupon pn the ſecond of 7uly he failed from the Weylings, 
and ſoon after joyned with a Flect from the Texc/, ar rhe fighr 
of which Fleers the Engliſh weighed , and onthe 23 in the at- 
rernoon , part of rhe Engliſh under General Monk, then Admi- 
ral, charged rhrough them ; rhe next day the whole Fleer came 
up, bur being bluſtrons weather could nor ingage , but on Sa- 
turday borh Fleets fell ro ir, and made an end, rhe Dutch be- 
ing worſted , and miſerably ſhattered, rhirry fix ſhips raken, 
burnt, and ſunk, the reſt eſcaping into the Texel, trum whence 
were lately ſome of them equipped. 

This was the parting blow of thar War , rhe Dutch Ambaſ- 
fadors concluding aypeace preſently , which was tranſated by 
Oliver, and concluded by him, for the facilitating his vaſter 
defigns at home , rhis adding reputation to his future underta- 
kings ; and ſo the quarrel for the Dominion of the Seas ended. 

This War fo ended, with ſuch honourable ſucceſs and advan- 
tage , Cromwell having, as before is ſaid, rhe power reſigned 
into his hands, rook upon him ro a& as chiet Magiſtrate, urg'd 
therero by the Army and the well-atte&ed people, and inſtalled 
himſelf, as before, at Weſtminſter the ſixteenth d ay. of December, 
Lord Prorc6tor of the three Nations.

This firſt ſucceſleſs combar ſtruck a panick fear rhrough the 
whole Army , ſorhar they began ro grow atraid of rhe ruſtling 
of the leaf; of rhoſe rhick woods they wandred in ; bur ar laſt 
up they came to a Forr neer S. Domingo, where having made 
ready rheir Mortar Gunz to play upon it, orders were given for 
the diſmounring and hiding of chem, and rhe next day wirh 
all haſt the Army reimbarqued again , having neirher proviſion, y 
nor any thing elſe fir for rheir long rerurn ro Windward for Bar- yay 
badnes ; and rherefore it was reſolve({, that they ſhould ſteer di- N 
realy betore the windto Iamaica , where they arrived on the 
cighreenth of May , and meering nov oppoſition landed , and 
poſſeſt rhemſelves of the chieteſt Town ; whereupon enſued a 
Treary berwixt the Spaniſh Governour and rhe General, which 
ſpun out r:ime, till the Inhabiranrs had conveyed away their beſt 
goods and cattel ; and ſoon after this worrhy advenrure,the rwo 
Generals rerarned into Eng/and , and for ſhew-ſake were clapr 
up in the Tower by the Protector, and preſently again releaſed. 
Bur great was the mortality of this expedirion , ſcarce one*in 
four ſurviving z and the ſame miſery betell rhem that were- at-. 
terwards ſent thrther , being rwo rhouſand ſtour old Souldiers, 
under the ſeveral commands of Colonel Humphreys, and Liev- 
tenant Colonel Brayz , who was ſent laſt ro command in chiet in 
thar new-pained Iſland. | 
— Bur what honour was-loſt here, was ſumerhing ns 
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by the valour of General Blake , who at the ſame time that this 
Fleer went for the Weſt-Indies , was ſent wirh another into rhe 
Straits ro repreſs the violence of rhe Pyrares of Algiers, who 
had fo infeſted thoſe Seas, rhat commerce was not tree for any 
Nation : Therefore having anchored before Alziers , he de- 
manded reftirution , and had a civil anſwer from thence ro his 
ſfarisfa&ion ; rhence he arrived ar 7'unis, demanding as bcfore ; 
zo which the Dye or Vice-King returned anſwer , that there 
were the Caſtles and Ships of rhe Grand Scignjor, thar he might 
do his worſt, they were not to be ſcared with his Fleet : where- 
upon a Councel of War being called, ig was reſolved , to ar- 
raque rhe Caſtle; and Porr of Ferizo , wherein lay nine Frigats 
of War, and to burn them, which accordingly, and in deſpight 
' of all their Ordnance and Caſiles rhey effected , with a very 
ſmall loſs: The news hereot was carried ro the Grand Seignior, 
ro the glory ot rhe Engliſh Nation. 
 Abour rhis time a maſſacre was commirred in Piedmont on the 
Proteſtant; there (many ſay nor tor Religion , bur Rebellion) 
and vaſt ſums of money were raiſed by a Declaration of the 
ProreQors, reſenting rheir miſerable eſtare, moſt part of which 
came into his own purſe at the Concluſion; yer, while he was 
taking money in one hand for the Chriſtians accompr , he had 
anorher,open for the Jewith, who ahour rhis time had offered 
Large ſums for their readmiſſian into this Kingdowe ; rhis could 
not be done without an odium, and yet the Protector kept what 
he had in hand as earneſt from rhem. | 

The nexr dehgn was a Turkiſh one, having eredted the ot- 
fice and power of Major Generals, equal to Baſhaws , for the 
, Teveral Counties , bar they being upſtarts, and ſomething eclip- 
fing his own enrire grearneſs , he ſoon after laid rhem afide, 
(bur never torally abrogated them ) having made uſe of them 
to levy his new extortion of Decimation. on 

A War now was declared berwixt the Spaniard and rhe Pro- 
zector , who ſent rhe rwo Generals, Blake, (and Montague new 
made one) ro block up the Port at Cadiz, and ro way-lay the 
Plare-Fleer in irs return from the Indies ( nothing was omitted 
ro ger money , which the people of England would not parr 
with ro him ) while the French} peace was then proclaimed, 
which had been agreed on, as before. Before Cadiz; the En- 
ghth lay, hoping to draw the Spaniards out, bur he' would not 
fix , 4magining the Engliſh muſt remove for freſb water home- 
ward, but that was found neerer there , at Whers Bay in Portu- 
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cal , wherher rhe, Generals being gone for rhe aforeſaid puyr- 


poſe , leaving Rear-Adm.sal Stayner to have an eye upon the 
Coaſt, and porr of Cadz, he crufing up and down , eſpicd a 
Fleet making thitherwards , whereupon being ro Leeward, he 
made all rhe poſſible ſpeed he could ro ger up ro them , rhey 
ſuppoſing his Squadron ro be bur Fiſhermen , and having recet- 
ved falle intelligence the day before, rthar the Engliſh were de- 
parred ; and preſently ingaged : The Spaniards were eight rall 
Galeons, he bur rhree rhar fought ; viz, rhe Speaker, rhe Bridge- 
Water, and the Plymonth . rhe fhght was ſoon over 3 of rhe Spa- 
niſh rwo were taken, rwo burnt, one ſunk , rworan aſhore, and 
one eſcaped : In one of thoſe that was taken grear riches were 
tound, both in Plate and in Coucheneal , bur in rhe orher lirtle 
ſave hides: For this Victory a Thankſgiving day was ordered, 
and mitch rejoycing at Wh tehall.

Nevertheleſs this money would nor ſerve tu:n , and therefore. 


rhe Protector reſolved ro put ir ro tryal what he could do by 2 
arliament , hoping this ſucceſ; , and his reputation abroad, 


* might have begor a dread and reverence upon the people, 1s 


rhat he ſumwons a Parl ament by his own Writ , to be held ar 
Weſtminſter the 17th of September ; where find ng the Election: 
not anſwering h13 intendments, many of the lare Aﬀembly bee 
ing rerurned again for this , he impoſeth a recognition of his 
Authority to be raken by every Member, before he ſhould fit 1n 
the Houſe ; and thereupon excludes far rhe major part. Orhers 
alſo, offended at rhis manner of proceeding, voluntarily abſenred 
rhemſelves, and retired into their reſpeaive Counties ; ſo that 
having packrt this Convention according to his mind , the rem- 
nant choſe Sir Thomas Widdrington Speaker, and fell ro work, c- 
nating ſeveral things for the Prorecor firſt , for ſecuriry ot his 
perſon and dignity , which had lately been atrempred by one 
Syndercomb (and for which he was convicted and condemnedar. 
the Kings Bench Bar, then called rhe Upper bench , and was 
ſuppoſed ro prevent his execution, ro have poyſoned himſelf 
the nighr before in the Towers from whence he was drawn na- 
ked at z horſe rail, and burned under the Scaffold ar Tower-hill,

Leave werhe Proteqor awhile, and return to General Blake 
on the Coaſt of Spa'», where finding nothing ro do, being in- 
formed that rhe Plarc-Fleer was arrived in rhe Canary Iflands, 
and unladen, he reſolved ro fail thither , and fire the Galeons 
in the Harbour of Sana Cruz, which with much bravery, 
rhough with as much danger and hazard, on the zoth of April, 
was attempred firſt by Sir Richard Stayner, and ſeconded by the 
whole Fleer, ſo rhat in four hours ſpace they hired fixreen ſhips, . 
and ſlew many hundred Spaniards on board and on ſhore , lofing 
only, ſome 5oflain, and 120 wounded. For this exploit the 
General had a Diamond, nigh worth five hundred pound ſenr 
him , and Captain Stayner was Knighted by 0liver , but fince 
the King, our of reſpect ro his merit , harh confirmed him a 
Knight. 

On the 19th of Apr. I a conſpiracy was found our of the Fifrh

General Reynolds returning our of Flanders ro England, was caſt 
away in the Gordwin Sands, and with him Colonel White, and 0- 
rhers. | 

By one of the clanſes of rhe humble Peririon and Advice, it 
was declared, thar rhe Parliament ſhould confiſt of rwo Hou- 
ſes ; rherefore Cromwell, during the adjournment, filPd up the 
number ot rhar Orher Houſe , that was irs name, conſiſting of 
ſixry rwo perſons, moſt of rhem Officers ot the Army, and his 
neer Relarions, moſt of rhem of mean exrraction ; Theſe ne- 
verthcleſs , ar rhe expiring of the prorogation appeared, and 
rook their places in the Houſe of Lords, according as rhe anti- 
ent cuſtome was , wherher the Protector came and ſent tor rhe 
Houſe of Commons , where he made a canting ſpeech ro rhem, 
bur rhe Commons rerurning ro rheir Houſe , having admirred all 
rheir Members, would neither own rhe new Lor 1s, nor him 
that made rhem ſo, bur fell into high diſputes abour rhe Go- 
vernment ; ſo that Cromwell ſeeing how rhe game was likelyro 
f0O, came, and in a grear tury within ren daies afrer rheir refir- 
ting, difſolved them.

| Aﬀeer the diffolurion of rhis Parliament, as of courſe, and 


Mordant , and others of meaner rank, as ColoneF Afton, 
mas Bettley, Edmond Stacy, and *orheis z Sir HeaipSpugby aa 
Doctor Hewet, were beheaded ar Tower-hill, an&xhre« 
hang'd and quartered in the ſtreers of London, * 2 » 
Dunkirk , after a gallant defence , and a field balWfet galti- a 
xempring rhe relief , where rhe Engliſh had rhe honoutgala tl 
Frenclrand Engliſh the victory of the day ; was on ann 


pur into the Engliſh hands 3 Lockbart, formerly Ambaliin 
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France, and then General of the Engliſh, being made Gover- 
nour thereof. 

Now it pleaſed God ſuddenly afrer this ryranny and cmelty, 
commitred on rhoſe innocent perſons above-named, ro call rhis 
Proredtor ro an account , who lingring ſome time with an ague 
and a pain in his inteſtines, on the third day of September , his 
great fortunare day , brearhed out h.s laſt, his death being 
uſhered by a moſt rerrible wind, and rhe coming ot a Whale up 
the River of Thames, of twenty yards long. Thus ended that 
wretched Polirique. 

Afrer Oliver Protettor war dead, his Son Richard , according 
ro an Arricle in the Inſtrument 0: Government , by which he 
was to declare his Succeſſor , was by his Fathers Councel pro- 
claimed Lord Prorettor of theſe three Nations, with rhe uſual 
ſolemnities, and accordingly owned by ſeveral addreſſes from 
moſt parts of the Kingdome, but drawn and ſubſcribed by ſome 
particular perſons of rhe times , who obrruded rhem upon the 
reſt. He was courted alſo by the French, Swediſh, Dutch Am- 
bafſadors, who all condoled him for his Farhers death. 

After a litrle reſpir of time , Richard was adviſed ro call a 
Parliament , the Courtiers thinking, that what with the Army 
and the Lawyers, they ſhould make their party good for the 
Protector in rhe Houle of Commons , being ſure of rheir other 
Houſe ot Peers, and in rhe mean rime rook care for his Fathers 
Funerals ; which were ſfolemnized in moſt ample manner, above 
the expences uſual ro any of onr Kings.deceaſed, Nyember 23. 
1658, 

The Parliament being convened on the 27th of Ianuary, the 
Protector and his new Lords gave them a meeting in the Lords 
Houſe , where he made a ſpeech ro them, which was ſeconded 
by. rhe Keeper Fiepnes , and fo deparred ro Whitehall, rhe Lords 
keeping rheir ſears, and rhe major part of rhe Houſe of Com- 
mons , nox vouchſafing audience , berook rhemſelves ro rheir 
own houſe , and ele&ed Challoney Chute for rheir Speaker. 

| The Parliament being in ſome meaſure, fnller rhen ir uſed, 
hy reaſon of Knights and Burgeffes from Scotlaud and Ireland, 
began with the old Trade of queſtioning rhe power. In con- 
elufion , the debare came to rhis reſulr, rhat rhey would recog- 
nize the Lord ProreQtor, bur ſo that nothing ſhould be binding, 
gill all orher Aﬀs to be prepared by the Parliament ſhould 
likewiſe paſs and be canfirmed : For the other Houſe alſo, rhar 
no ſtop mightbe put to the great deſign of ſerling the Wing 
| | gome, 
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dome, which was then aimed at, and thar queſtion of owning 
them being bur a banlk ro rheir proceeding , they reſolved ro 
tranſact with rhem for rhis Parliament as a Houſe of Peers, not 
excluding rhe right of orher the Peers of England. 

The Proredor, arthe inſtance of rhe King of Sweden , had 
rigg'd forth a Fleet for rhe Sound, which being ready ro fer 
ſail, che -Parljamenr ordered thar for rhis rime the ProteGor 
ſhonld have the mannagement of rhe Militia in this expedition, 
reſerving to themſelves the Supreme right rherero ; rhat Fleet, 
after fix monerhs rime , returned back again, re infetta. 

Now the debates flew high in the Houſe of Commons , rend- 
ing ro the leſſening the power of the Sword, which was grown 
fo exorbirant ; therefore rhe Army being ſenſible wherero ſuch 
conſultations would finally rend, reſolved ro break up rhe Par- 
liament ; and accordingly, having ſecured the Prore&or, made 
him ſign a Commiſtion ro Fiexxes ro diffolve ir, which accord- 
ingly was done, though the Houſe of Commons, ro prevent 
x, adjourned rhemſelves for rhree dates ; bur then out came' a 
Proclamation , forced likewiſe from the ProreQor, whereby he 
declared rhar Parliament to be abſolutely diffoJved. 

Now the Army , and ſome of the tail of the Parliamenr 
which were turned out by 0/iver in 1653. joyn their heads roge- 
ther , and ſo make way tor their free Commonwealth again. R3- 
chard Protector is laid afide , rhe Officers of the Army playing 
ſome eight dates with the Government , and then refigning it 
ro thoſe men , who very readily imbraced the motion , and mer 
May 7. in the Houſe the Old Speaker, and ſome forty more 
making up a Quoer»m , and forthwith publiſhed a Declaration 
how that by the wonderful Providence and goodneſs of God 
they were reſtored , which ro moſt ſeemed rhe ſaddeſt judge- 
ment could befall the Nation. 

Preſently rhey fall rotheir old trade of ſqueezing money, 
and providing ſure tor themſelves againſt any more attempts of 
the Army , leiſurely purging out thoſe that had been active 
wirh 0liver againſt them , bur by all means refuſe to admit thoſe 
Members that by the like force were formerly ſecluded in 1648, 
They depoſe the Protecior, and make him fign a Reſignation, 
yet promifing him the year'y allowance of 10000 1. per annum, 
and rhe payment of his debts , ſo that they thought themſelves 
now cock-ſure, levying money by taxes betore hand, to gratifie 
the Army, for the peoples love they never expected , and then 
fertle the Militia in confiding hands.

But this then cxclufion or rheir Members, and taxes, and rhe 
fear of other prefſures, rhe Nation having had too fate and 
long experience of rheir Government, ſo ſtomacked rhe peo- 
ple, rhat deſigns were every where laid ro turn rhem our of 

RE rheir new acquired Authoriry:Bur the moſt poweriulleſt arrempr 
=  againſtthem was in Cheſhire , under Sir George Byooh, with whom 
| lefe>rcs £1ere roſe ro the number ot 4000 or 5000 men , and moſt of rhe 
vs. 20. Gentiemen of that County. Againſt rheſe, Major General Lam- 
kert , then highly in favuur with the Rump, ſo ir was com- 
monly cal'ed, was ſent with an Army, which with additions our 
of Ireland , very neer equalled that number : Ar a place called 
Northwich , a ſmall skirmiſh happened berween them, ſome ftour- 
reen killed and wounded ; whereupon thoſe under Sir Georre 
Booth fled , and Cheſter was delivered; wich ſome ather holds 
newly puſſeſt by the Cheſhire men ro Lambert , and Zanchy, 
whom he left behind him to reduce them , while he himſelr 
paſſed through Lancaſhire ro his houſe at Craven , Where with 
his Officers plotted the diffolution of the Rump , which ac- 
cordingly upon his coming up ro Lodo, was pur in execution, 
Ofober the 11th; and now the Army had the ſole power in 
their hands again. 
Lambert hereupon, for we muſt ſuppoſe he is the Agent for 
his own ambirion , rhough alſo agreed upon by Fleetwood , and 
the reſt of rhe Officers , erect a Committee ot Safery of ſome 
thirry of the moſt eminent amongſt rhem , into whoſe hands 
they devolve the Supreme Aurhority. 

Bur the Members of the Rump reſolve not to be baffled fo, 
Sir Arthur Hazelris in December poſfeſt himſelt of Portſmouth, 
and General Monk in Scotland declares his unſatisfiedneſs in 
theſe proceedings of rhe Army ar London , fo that while Lam- 
bert was ingapged in the North, and atrending the iſſue of # 
Treaty with General Monk there, the Members rerurn from 
Portſmouth to London , through rhe divifion rhey had wrought 
in the Army , the way they chalked vur ro their own ruine. 

The Lord Fairfax was allo riſen, with a ſuftlicient force , re- 
firaining Lamberts men from free quarter ; ſo rhar lacking mo- 
gey, and news arrived of the Pariiaments fitting ar Weſtminſter, 
he comes back ro London , Whither immediarely.followed him 
Genezal Monk, haying hcen courted all.along his march bythe 

: Genrlemen 
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Gentlemen of all rhe Countries of England for a free Parlia- 
ment. 

Ar his coming to the Parliament , he declared the ſenſe of 
rhe Countryes through which he paſſed , but nothing leſs was 
minded by them rhen a new or free Parliament ; bur this, and 
orher his a&1ons, rendred him very ſuſfpirious ro chem, nor was 
any man afſured of his intentions. To try him therefore, rhe 
Rump having been denied moneys by the City , and rherefore 
ottended with them ; to ruine borh, by their expreſs Command, 
the General was ſent with his Army into rhe Ciry, pulled down 


their Gares and Portculliies, ſeized ſeveral Cirizens ar the - 


Guildhall , and fent them ro rhe Tower , this ſeemed ro porrend 
ſome dreadful conclufioun : Bur in rhe interim, the Rump vored, 
that the Government of the Army ſhould reſt in five perſons, 
making the General one of thoſe ; which procedure of theirs, 
preſently drew the Curtain to rhe Scene and deſign enſuing.

For now the General having rendezvcuz'd his Army in PFinſ- 
bury fields, acquainted his Officers with the neceffity of intro- 
ducing the ſecluded Members ever fince 1648. intro the Parlia- 
ment, in order ro the well-ſetrlement ot the Narions , to which 
rhey afſenred, and forthwith the whole Army marched into Lon- 
don , where upon rhe + honn news of rhis miraculous rurn, (cx- 
pecting nothing but mallacres and plunderings ) rhey were moſt 
welcomely entertained , nothing being rhuughrt roo good for 
theſe Gueſts, whom they little before more then ſuſpected for 
their Enemies. | 

This was Saturday the of February in the afternoon, fo 
rhar at night the Town was all of a blaze, every door having 
a bonfire , where all the contumely and diſgrace that could be 
done a perdite and hated fort of men, by burning, roaſting, and 
frying of all manner of Rumps of Creatures, was moſt ſpiretul= 
ly performed, their Speaker gerring home with much danger ro 
his houſe in Chancery-lane. | 

A fortnights time the General ler them alone , minding them 
only of their diffolurion , which time rhey ſpent in making qua« 
lificarions for the Members to ſerve in the enſuing Parliament, 
which were ſo many, and ſo ſtri& and unreaſonable, rhat the 
General delayed no longer , but on Munday, having convened 
the aforeſaid ſecladed Members as Whitehall , went with chem 
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fion and aſtoniſhmenr of the Rumpers , many of whom for- 
bore ro fir rhereairer in company with rhem , as knowing whar 
would enſue, 

The ſaid Members being rhns ſerled , addreſt themſefves im- 
mediarely ro rhe ſerrlement, ec. making rhe General Captain 
General of all the Forces in the three Kingdomes , and nulling 
fome former deſtructive Vores, and eſtabliſhing a Militia of 
well-afteticd and loyal perſons in the ſeveral Counrte: of Eng- 
Iand , and ryen according ro the contract and comprowiſe with 
the General, onthe day of March, diffolved that long and 
faral Parliamenr, having ordered Wrirs to iſſue out for a new 
one ro fir down at Weft minſter the 25th of April next the year 
T66T. 

In this interval , che Guvernment was Iudped in a Councel 
of Stare, who perſiſted in rhe ſame wayes tor a ſetrlement, 
leaving the Top-ſtone ro be laid by the Free Parliament, a term 
nanſual ro our Anceſtors , bur ro rhis Generation a' delightful 
nove'ry , ater ſo many forces and violences upon fo many in 
fo tew years. Colonel Lambert, ar the inſtance of the General, 
had by rhe Rump been ſent ro the Tower, from whence naw 
he broke and eſcaped , and came ro Edye-h I , where was in- 
tended a grear Rendezvyouz of the Phanatick parr of rhe Ar- 
my then male-conrented with the proceedings ; bur his deſign 
failed of the expected aftiſtance , Colonel Ingoldsby being ſent 
in purſuir ot him, and diſperſing his ſmall party at rhe ſame 

place, from whence he was brought ro London, and committed a 
ſafer priſoner ro rhe Tower aforeſaid. 

On the 25th ot Apr:/ the Parliament convened in both Hoy- 
ſes, co whoma week after their fitting came a Lerter from rhe 
Kings Majeſty , with anorher ro rhe General, and one ro the 
Ciry of London , brought by John Lord Viſcount Mordant, and 
Sir Tobn Greenvile, now Earl of Bath , which were all with due 
humility and gladneſg-received , and a Vore paſſed in Partia- 
ment, that their moſt humble thanks ſhould be preſented , by 
Committioners appointed ro attend his Majeſty then ar the 
Hazue for his gracious Letters, and he ſhopld be defired rg,re- 
turn with all convenient. ſpeed ro the exerciſeof his Kingly 
Government ; and Sir Thomas Clarges was firſt diſpatchr by rh 
General on the ſame Errand, 'where ar Court he was very much. 
welcomed. + | re ©
